next to the luretie of her ſelfe, and the whole Cate of her louing ſub- 
iiectes of al degrees:hath with very good deliberation and aduiſe of her 
4 || counſellreſolued, toeftabliſhe her Nealmes, domintons, and ſubtectes 
Jin trength,aſwell in ciuil as in martiall policie,q to the furtheraunce 
5 = of ſome part of neceſſary thinges belonging to the tate martiall. Yer 
Satte geueth knowledge to all maner her ſubiectes, that by ſpeciall perſons ok good truf, 
there halbe particuler inquilitions made in all partes of the Realme, in what ſoꝛt the ſatutes 
and lawes ofthe ſame are obſerued, whiche are pꝛouided foꝛ the maintenaunce of the bꝛeede of 
hoꝛſes, and foz keping and hauing in redineſle and duely furniſhed foz ſeruice ol Hoꝛtes and 
Geldinges,and of all maner ol armour and weapons, Ind conſequently vpon ſuche inquiſitt- 
ons, her Maieſtte alſo meaneth ſpeedyly to haue perfect muſters made of the ſame, and the er- 
rours and lackes whiche therein (balbe kounde, to be by frequent muſtering and exerciſe amen ; 
ded and ſupplied, 

Ind becauſe her Wateftte conſidereth,that the intermiſſion of tyme hath bzead ſome lacke of 
ſuch furniture, as by the lawes vpon great paynes are required: Her Maiellie beyng not of a 
diſpoſition to ble ſeueritie towardes her ſubiectes in reſpect of the penalties alredy iuſtly due, 
but to haue all her people as nowe the tyme requireth to be in ſtrength: chargeth and com- 
maundeth all maner of perſons of all eſtates, topzouide and furnithe them ſelues, accozding as 


by any lawe oz ſfatute,oz by any other ſpectall tenure it ſhalbe founde to be due, of Bozſes, Gel- 


dinges,armour, and weapons, and of meete perſons to ſerne therewith : ſo as the ſame may be 
fully redye befoze the firſt of Ipꝛil next, vpon ſuch penalties as by the lawes ſbalbe by ſpectall 
commiſſions thꝛough all partes of the Realme founde due, wherein her Maieſtie meaneth in 
conſideration of this fauourable warning. nat to ſpare oz mittigate any maner of penaltie that 
ſbalbe due foz any part of the tyme paſt. Ind thus much of her generall determination, in the 
meane tyme her Maieſtie hath thought good to notifieby this her pꝛoclamation, not doubting 
but ſuche other thinges as her Maieſtie tntendethſhoztly hereafter to pꝛopounde to all her (ub- 
tectes fo2 a further ſtrengthning of them ſelues, ſhalbe well allowed and duely executed, as fen- 
ding pꝛincipally to the benefite of them ſelues, and to the honour and ſurette of the Realme as 
gainlt all euentes.
